3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 11-14, 16-20, 22, 26, and 28-30 (renumbered claims 1-20) are 
allowed.

Regarding claims 1, 4, 7, and 12, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest that the vibration sensor detects vibration caused by the 
driving mechanism.
